Obverse:Head of Mithradates diademed r. with hair flowing. The head on the coins of 
Mithradates VI is supposed by Visconti to be copied from a silver statue mentioned by 
Pliny (I, 33, XII, 54). The movement of the hair, blown back by the wind, seems to in- 
dicate that the original may have been either an equestrian statue or that of a charioteer. 


Reverse: BALIAEQS MIOPAAATOY ETMATOPOY® (of King Mithradates, noble-born). 
Pegasus grazing left. In front, sun and crescent moon, the whole in wreath of ivy leaves and 
berries. The ‘crescent and star’ was the family badge of the Pontic dynasty. The ivy-wreath 
adopted from the cistophori may allude to the title of the ‘“‘new Dionysus”, by which the 
cities of Asia hailed Mithradates as their deliverer from the tyranny of the Roman Rule. 


Mithradates, 68 or 69 years old at the time of his death, had reigned for 57 years, of which 
25 had been occupied, with only a few brief intervals, in one continued struggle against 
Roman power. The estimation in which he was held by his adversaries is the strongest tes- 
timony to his great abilities: Cicero calls him the greatest of all kings after Alexander, In 
another passage he says that he was a more formidable opponent than any other monarch 
whom the Roman army had yet encountered.

A HOARD OF GORDIAN III 


The time of Gordian reflects the struggle between the 
diminishing power of the Senate and the growing 
influence of the army. In the year 238 the Senate 
opposed four emperors to the usurper Maximinus, 
but after he was killed by his troops the Praetorians 
murdered the senatorial appointees, Balbinus and 
Pupienus. The child Gordian was declared Augustus | 
by the unanimous voice of the Praetorians and the 
Senate. As a “unification”? candidate Gordian sought 
to offend neither faction and authorized a neutral 
coinage with types depicting the various gods and 
personifications with only a few military types.

A HOARD OF TREBONIANUS GALLUS 


Gallus, possibly the assassin of his predecessor Trajan 
Decius, was elevated to the throne by the army. His 
reign (251-253) was troubled by invasions on the 
northern and eastern frontiers as well as a devastating 
plague. The chaos of the middle third century doomed 
the bi-metallic system of coinage. Gallus was the first 
of many successive emperors who eased the economic 
strain of the military budget by reducing the silver 
content of the antoninianus, ultimately debasing it to 4 \ghe 2) Lit 
a mere silver-washed bronze coin.
